RECENT NEWSPAPER POLLS RE­ 
SULT NOT HELD TO SHOW 
CHANGE IN SENTIMENT

W ashington, March 29— The Cool­ 
idge 
adm inistration 
believes 
the 
American people are not 
ready 
to 
consider repeal or modification 
of 
the prohibition act despite the result 
of the recent newspaper polls. 
Ad­ 
ministration leaders admit that there 
is a genuine movement against the 
Volstead act, but do not feel that it 
has reached such size. 
A spokesman 
for the prohibition movement told 
the United Press that although the 
newspaper polls showed 
an 
over­ 
whelming sentiment for a change in 
the prohibition 
law, 
the 
pivotal 
states are little concerned over pro­ 
hibition in the coming primaries and 
elections. 
The east has always been 
wet, he said, and the states of Il­ 
linois and Missouri, where the liquor 
question might become a political is­ 
sue this fall, are controlled by their 
large cities, conceded wet centers. 
Republican leaders feel 
that 
lf 
prohibition must enter national poli­ 
tics it must be advanced 
by 
the 
democratic party. 
This is consider­ 
ed a tremendous task, even by wet 
democrats, as the south has never 
shown any desire to revise the pres­ 
ent law. 
The republican party, fol­ 
lowing 
the 
cautious 
attitude 
of 
President Coolidge toward 
prohibi­ 
tion, 
will 
wait 
until 
sentim ent 
against the amendm ent becomes ov­ 
erwhelming before It will consider 
sanctioning a reform, a prominent 
republican said. 
In the meantime the adm inistra­ 
tion will let 
congress 
investigate 
and debate prohibition, 
using 
the 
result of its conclusion as a trial 
ballot 
in 
decisive 
states. 
Little 
harm to the party can come from 
the beer and wine hearings in thie 
capitol, the W hite House feels and 
perhaps some sincere indication on 
the question may be discovered In 
the findings.

This victory will 
have the effect of making the entire 
left of the chamber more intransige- 
ant than ever. 
The right assails
